LEGISLATORS

The session of the general assembly
which adjourned on Saturday night
passed many bills of State-wide inter-
est. Among the many important bills
passed were the following:

Reformation of the mamagement of
the state hospital for the insane.

Provision for a fund of $150,000 for
consecutive years for the dei{elopment
of the hospital property.

Compulsory education system.

Medical Inspection of school chil-
dren. *

The board of charities and correct-
!ons

Enactment o‘r Democratic party re-
quirements for the reform of the pri-
mary system.

Adoption of the Australian ballot
svstem for the city of Charleston.

Adoption of a mild form of the Tor-
rens’ system as to the registration of
land titles.

Provision for a tax commission with
ample authority for the revision and
adjustment of all assessments and
taxes in the State.

“Provision for a bureau to handle
welfare work in mill communities and
the appointment of a special agent in
charge of this work.

Reformation and concentration of
suthority in various counties notably
Greenville and Richland.

Proposition by which communities
or countles can tax themselves for the
establishment of public libraries.

An important innovation which pro-
vides that the State bank examiner or
“his assistants make regular expert ex-
amination of all State and county of-
fices and institutions receiving public
support

The State undertaking to -quarry
acd grind limestone for sale to farm-
ere at actual cost, the work to be done
by convict labor.

Reestablishment of the use of inter-
changeable mileage, forced out of use
br the enactment of a law requiring
the railroads to adopt mileage books
in this state for individual rallroads
This will bring into force the sale of
old-style mileage books, good on all
larger railroad systems in and out of
the State.

The decided development of the pol-
icy of bond issues for permanent road
work as illustrated by the legislatior
for Greenville, Richland, Anderson
Chesterfield, Union and other coun-
tles.

The adoption of an appropriatior
bill that is in consonance with the de
velopment of the State and which al
the same time does not show an in
crease in the levy over previous year

The reorganization of the Confed-
erate Infirmary.

The reorganization of the historica!
commission so as to take it away fror
politics as far ns possible.

The increase in the Confederate
pension fund from $250,000 to $300,000
and the removal of all property, re-
strictions in the granting of pensions

The passage of the Webb liquor law
with reference to the importation intc
this state of whiskey.

The adoption and approval of the
referendum bill by which the poepl¢
of the state will next September votr
on the question of statewide prohibi
tion.

The repeal of the cotton acreage
statute.

The last three propositions were not
a part of the administration propa-
ganda but have developed iIn the
course of legislation. This certainly
is a record for a session that is not
yet closed.

The only thing that might be call-
ed freak legislation . was the passage
of the bill through both Houses pro-
viding a punishment for giving tips to
railroad porters, waiters at hotels
and other public servants.

The primary election bill, compul-
gory school attendance bill, establish-
ing a state board of charities and cor-
rections, asylum bills, tax commission
medical inspection of school children,
commission to investigate the work-
mans’ compensation act, and the bill
providing for the éxamination of all
state offices and institution by the
State bank examiner, are administra-
tion measures, and were recommended
and had the warm support of Gov.
Manning. He is particularly pleased
with the results of this session.

For Abbeville (!ounty.——ﬁm Appro-
priated For Tomato Cluh.—Bal-
arles Are Reduced.

The appropriation bill for Abbeville
county .as passed by the delegation
from Abbeville county will require a
levy of 5 mills, and the Supervisor
will add 1 mill, making the total levy
for Abbeville county 6 mills, the same
as for the past year.

Sir: In answer to some of the questions
in reference to the Harricon Act, effective
March 1, 1915, you are advised that unless
these parties who are required to register
under €his Act, make application to the
collector in time to be given a registry
number prior to March 1st, they will not
be in a position to handle any of the drugs
covered by the Act. This matter, there-

the speclal tax stamps heretofore issued,
as disclosure of liability will not be conai-
dered & compliance with the law, but it
will be absolutely ngcessary. that physi-
clans, dentists, veterinary surgeons, drug-| .
gists, eto,, register and receive a.registra-
tion number before the law goes into ef-
fect, before they will be enabled to write
or fill prescriptions for those drugs men-
tioned in the Act.
Especial attention is called to Article 18
of the regulations relabve to inventories;
that is, every person, firm, or company
dispensing directly, to the consumers any
of the drugs herein referred to will, on the
1st day of March, 1915, prepare and keep
on flle an inventory of all such drugs (other
than jpreparations or remedies specifically
exempt under the provigions of Bec.6 of the
Act) on hand st jthat dete. No special
form of inventory is required, but the in-
ventory made must clearly set forth the
quantity of each kind of drugs, prepdra-
tions or remedies 8o held, and must be
verified by oath not later than Marth &th,
1915. This inventory is not to be forward-
ed to the collector but i8 retained by the
parties making same.
Druggists jjdentista, physicians, veteri-
nary surgeons, etc., muet, therefore, make
application to the Collector of his district
for registration apon blank form 678, and
must pay gée for period March 1st, to June
80th, 1815,
They are required to make opplloaﬂon
for order forms tobe -used in ordering
drugs not specifically exempt vnder Bec-
tion 6, and make payment at the rate of
00. per; 100. All orders for drugs must
made in duplicate and upon order
forms obtalned from the collector, and the
party issuing such an order is required to
keep on file for two years, & copy of his or-
der; the person accepting said order must
keep the original on flle for two years,
subject to the inspection of proper officers.
Prescriptions written by registered per-
eons musé show the location of the pre-
seriber's office, his namo must be signed in
full, the presorlpt.lon must be dated .as of
the day issued, and mustshow thename
and address of the party for. whom the
prescription is written, as well as the reg-
istry number of the preseriber. Drug-
glsts must refuse to fill any prescriptions
unless written as above stated.
Druggists are required to keep a sepa-
rate flle of all presoriptions filled or keep &
record showing:
1. The file number' given to each pre-
soription filled.
2. The name of the physician and sur-
geon signing the same; and -
8. The name of the pbrson for .wlwm
such prescription is filled.
Druggists are /required to furnish their
own record books for this purpose.
» No written order is required for the dis-
pensing or distribution of any of the afore-
sald drugs to & patlent by & physician,
dentist or veterinary surgeon, registered
under the act, in the course of his profes-
sional practice only. A record is required,
‘however, to be kept of all drngasodlm
pensed or distributed by a physiclan, den-
tist or verterinary surgeon (exce t such as
may be dispensed or distrib toapa-
tient, upon whom such physlolﬁ dentist
or veterinary surgeon shall persaoally at-
tend —i. e., personslly visit) “ﬁd -must
ghow: ;
The date when such drug was dlspensed
or distributed.
The kind and quantity dln P08

The name and residence of
to whom such drug was dispensed
tributed. This record must be K
two years. In other words, if a phy
give a patient a hypodermic in a cadl
emergency, or give a paﬂontn dose
medicine in & case of emergency, that is,
glve it personally, no record is required to
be kept, but if drugs are left in the pos-
sesslon of the patient to be taken at regu-
lar intervals, a record must be kept as
above.
